COLONY OF AMISHMEN. 


A Queer Seet on Farms tn In@iase 
Witth Homemade Laws. 

A few miles northeast of Washing. 
ton, Ind., is a fertile section of land 
owned and cultivated by a peculiar 
sect of people known as the Amish. 
Little is known of them except by the 
people living in the immediate vicinity 
of their settlement. 

The Amish came to that county at an 
early date and bought rich farms for & 
nominal price. They have added great 
ly to their possessions until now this 
settlement takes up thousands of acres. 
Their peculiar manners and custome 
are Interesting. 

According to their religious beliefs, 
the Amish are Sot alloweu to use but- 
tons on their clothes. Instead of but- 
tons, they use hooks and eyes. Their 
Clothing ts homespun, and they wear 
black slouch hats. All Amishmen let 
their hatr grow long and fall over thelr 
shoulders. They never share, not eros 
when young men. They invariably 
drive fine, big borses. They prefer 
death rather than to swear ip cour. 
They are an economical sect of people 
and are great tradera. They seldom 
pay cash for anything, but always in- 
Slat O8 Trading farm products and pout 
try for what they want 

Their settlement is divided up inte 
farms of an equal number of acres. 
They adhere strictly to the code of 
laws banded down to them by their an- 
cestors. One of these laws Is to the 


effect that no Amishman in the settle | 


ment shall be entitled to more of the 
work's goods than his neighbor. Con- 
sequentiy the farms are about the 
6aie sine and stocked equally. An- 
other law says if one member of the 
settlement meets with misfortune his 
neighbors must go down In their pock- 
ets, pay his indebtedness and, If neces- 
sary. buy bim a new farm and stock It.

They do 
not deposit their money in banks, but 
accumulate apd board it in their 
homes. They raise all the farming 
products usually grown tp this section 
of the country and are said to be the 
most successful poultry raisers im the 
United States.

the felds when young. ‘Ihe women and 
girls never wear flashy colors, and long 
pants are put on the boys at the age of 
2 and 3 years.
